local Bonaparte History. 


A correspondent of tho Bordentown 


Register, gives a little history of the 
Souapnrte family that resided ill Ameri- 
ca. Joseph Bonaparte was a rosii.ont of 
Sordentown and in those days visitud 
3ristol when he was entertained at what 
s now known as the Keone property on 
iadcliffe atreet, which has been unoccu- 
)ied foi so many years owing to the po- 
;uliar will which disposed of the prop- 
srty. The following communication was 
written as a correction of an article that 
appeare in the Trenton Gazette touching 
he Taylor mansion of that city, in 
which statement was made that Jerome 
Bonaparte an exile eloped with Annette 
Savage, etc. The correction ia as follows: 


Innumerable errors arc circulated by 
he presn in regard to the members of tho 
Jonaparte family. 
To bn brief, Jerome 


.Bonaparte was never in Trenton. As an 
officer in the French navy, ho visited tho 
Jnltod States in 1803, at tbo time his 
jrother Napoleon was First Counsel, and 
foseph and his brothers werp being mi- j 
ized as figureheads to the disgust of Eu- 
ropean potentates. 


At Baltimore, Jerome met, fell in 


_ove, and married the designing and vain 
3etsy Patterson. Her father, William 
Patterson, a Scotch merchant, who pos- 
sessed a good share of "horse sense," 
reluctantly consented to the marriage, 
the ceremony of which was performed by 
,he Right Rev. J. Carroll, Bishop of Bal- 
amore. The marriage waa never consid- 
ered a legal one, according to the laws of 
'Vance and Napoleon would never allow 
ler to laud in that country. Jerome re- 
;urned, received a severe tongue castiBa- 
iion from his imperious brother and, 
eventually married the Princess Fi^aor- 
ca Catharina, of Wurtemberg, 
Fro-u 


this connection descended the present 
Napoleonic pretender, 
Victor Napoleon, 


'eaay going, bet suspicious." 


Ann Savage was the daughter of an 


English shopwoman, who kept a small 
atore on Dock street, Philadelphia. 
Ac- 


cording to all accounts Ann was si beau- 
tiful girl, and, at the time, was ongaged 
;o a poor, young lawyer of the city. 
To 


employ a modern term, Anr. was a "sules- 
ady" in her mother's shop. She was a 
winning card, and it was baid many 
Bought the store and made purchases, 
simply to see and exchange a word with the 
fair one. Joseph Bonaparte's ac'laclie be- 
came a frequenter of the Docs street 
store, and so enthusiastic was hd in his 
laudations of the young girl's beauty, 
bat the ex-King became interested, and 
went around to do a little shopping on 
his own hook. The roue, that he was, be- 
came smitten, and, in plain language, 
purchased her of her mother, and she be- 
came bis mistress. 


The atory of Ann Savage's residence at 


Lam her ton, and her subsequent history, 
and that of her progeny, is a long and 
singular one. 
Her residence at tho Lalor 


mansion waa but temporary. 
She re- 


mained there until Joseph Bonaparte pre- 
pared for her the habitation—tbo site of 
which is in the Riverview cemetery, at 
Trenton. Ann Savage was just about as 
much a Quaker as was the beautiful but 
vain and silly, Betsy Patterson. Tbeie 
was an immoral slime, despite whatever 
may be said to the contrary, besmeared 
over much that was associated with those 
strange freaks of 
fortune—the Bona-

FOR SHERIFF—ALBERT S. PAXSON. 


Ibert S. Paxson, of Southampton town-

Wire Thieves Held for Court, 


The hearing of William and Charles 


Montague, of Philadelphia, charged with 
stealing about 700 feet of insulated cop- 
per wire from the Philadelphia, Bristel 
and Trenton Street Railway company, 
near Wheat Sheaf ftotiqn, on August 23, 
was held before 'Squire KuEnroan at Mor- 
risville on last Thursday afternoon.

IS MUCH NEGLECTED.

Okra Is a very Important and useful 


plnut, wtth numerous uses, the moHt 
Important being for the table. 
The 


green poda without doubt make tho 
finest soup vegetable supplied by tho 
gnrden. Cooked whole they tlso fur- 
jush a palatable side dish. 
The nu- 


trient properties of okfu are very high, 
and It has the additional advantage of 
being an exceedingly wholesome arti- 
cle of food. It la erroneously called 
gumbo In many cook books and even 
in some encyclopedias. The name of 
tho plant and Its fruit Is okra. Gumbo 
1i a general term for various kinds of 
«oup made of it. Okra, in fact, is an 
excellent food much neglected. 


A very Important consideration from 


the alimentary point of view is the un- 
UHually high percentage of digestible 
.matter. That fact had been establish- 
ed by common experience long before 
any analysis of the pod had been 
(thought of, for wherever the vegeta- 
ible Is In use it Is well known that the 
•soap is highly beneficial to persons 
vlth weak stomachs. 
OftQn it will be 


retained when nothing else can be tak- 
en, and it has in many canes restored 
tone to digestive organs that seemed 
hopelessly disordered. It is a partic- 
ularly bcneOclal food in cases of dys- 
entery and chronic Indigestion. 


The drl^d seeds, parched and ground, 


ore said to mak« an acceptable sub- 
stitute for coffee. A substitute for ar- 
Towroot can be made from tho roots. 
The lea\es, green or dry, are used, de- 
cocfod, for tlielr demulcent properties. 
Th) inner bark, soft and white, con- 
tains a strong fiber resembling flax. 
The outer bark is also librous and, lo- 
.petlier with the woody part of the 
plant, fuinlshes excellent paper flock. 
As okra Is easily raised, it can bo cul- 
tlvntf-d with profit. 


For table use the pods nust be cut 


while tpudor, generally wh«n about 
•three inches long 
They grow rapidly 


«ud sooii become woodjj. The plant is 
very prolific, and it will continue to 
bear until touched by frost. A small 
patch will '"lore than meet tho require- 
ments of n i ordinary family, and the 
surplus may be (preserved for winter 
.use by two convenient methods. Tho 
easier Is by drying. 
Slice the pod, 


crosswnys, into sections a quarter of 
ifln Inch thick, spread thin on large 
dishes or trays and expose to the sun 
from day to day until thoroughly dried. 
Tut In jars or close cans and keep 
free from moisture. The other method 
•of prcser-'ation is by panning, which 
will bo explainer! later on 
The plant 


Is follacloua and ornamental enough 
for the flower garden 
The leaves are 


large and palmatlsected, and the blos- 
soms, which In form resemble those of 
tho hollyhock, are at first n briJiant 
gold, with a purple disk. 
After the 


first day the gold also takes a purplish 
h'uo 


Here are some of the best recipes for 


cooking okrn: 
Okra 
soup—Take 
a 


piece of beef or a marrow bone, put 
on In cold water and boil until cooked. 
Slice one quart of okra pods crossways 
Into thin sections and add, with enough 
strained ripe tomatoes to give tie soup 
a rich :olor. 
Continue to boll until 


the okra is thoroughly cooked, which 
will take about fifteen minutes. 
A 


green pepper, from which the seeds 
have been removed, sliced and added, 
will Improve the flavor. The various 
gumbos, chicken, fish or crab, are made 
in the same manner. 


Ai. excellent soup can be made with- 


out meat by boiling the okra, sliced 
as above, and adding when cooked a 
good sized piece of butter. Other vege- 
tables, such as carrots, onions and 
celery, may also be used, but lovers of 
okra prefer It straight. Soup made as 
above will keep in a cool place for sev- 
eral days and Improve with age. 


A savory dish for lunch or dinner is 


made In the following manner: Butter 
a pudding dish, put in a layer of cook- 
ed or half cooked rice, a layer of sliced 
okra, a layer of ripe sliced tomatoes, 
butter, pepper, salt and a little sugar 
if the acid of the tomatoes be objec- 
tionable; repeat the layers until the 
dish is filled; grate breadcrumbs on 
top, with pieces of butter; pour in as 
much boiling water as the dish will 
hold; bake long enough to cook; serve 
hot 


Okra also makes a palatable vegeta- 


ble dlah, but In this form it is not al- 
ways acceptable on Prst acquaintance. 
Its substance is vise jus, and for that 
reason probably does not at once cap- 
tivate the tasto. Put the pods, whole, 
Into boiling water, with salt; boil 
about fifteen minutes or until cooked 
pour off the water, place In a hot dish, 
add pepper and plenty of good butter; 
serve hot. Cooked In this way, treated 
with good vinegar and served cold, it 
makes a good salad. 


Any housewife can do her own can- 


ning of okra. Slice and boil the okra 
until two-thirds cooked; put In u hot 
jar, fill full, seal tight and place in a 
dark closet; If desired, add strained 
tomatoes and boil until the okra Is 
thoroughly cooked, but be careful hi

required. 
They usually Insist, how- 


evc r, on celebrating their holidays, 
•which lesso-us their real usefulness 
abcmt 23 per cent. 
The holidays are 


numerous and afford the laborer many 
opportunities to quaff from the stupe- 
fying pulque bowl. Their stock of sur- 
plus change is not apt to bo excessive. 
It cannot be when most of them re- 
ceive but little over 20 cents a day. 
Fif Id hands )n the states of Guanajua- 
to, MIchaocan and Queretaro receive 
a ruartlllo of corn In addition to their 
wages of 12 cents a day. One haclen- 
dado who voluntarily raised the wages 
of his hands to 18 cents a day found 
hlurself without laborers for two days 
of the week. As the extra wages sup- 
plied living means for the entire week, 
what was the need of working? 


These laborers are of all sizes and 


agf-a; but, whether young or old, all 
bear alike upon their brow the depress- 
ing and degrading leathern thong that 
makes of them beasts of burden. The 
effect of this customary strap on the 
shape of the head Is seen in the fact 
thnt the peons the country over have 
peak shaped heads tending toward the 
shnpe of the pointed ha<. The supply 
of laborers Is, so to speak, perennial. 
The young muchacho receives his train- 
lug in watching the sheep and the 
gouts, acting as messenger or prodding 
the burros In the pack train. When he 
Is about sixteen years old he takes his 
place with the regular laborers and be- 
gins to cast bis eye about for a help- 
mate. The wife may prove 'useful and 
earn a small wage at some such opera- 
tion as sowing seed. Her life will be a 
monotonous one. A strip of cloth serves 
as dress and skirt, a strip of leather 
provides a sandal, and In the hot re- 
gions the clothing for the boys Is even 
as simple. All that Is required Is a 
Jorongo, which consists of a yard of 
cotton cloth with a hole for the bead 
and two depending flaps to cover 
broast and back. There Is no possibili- 
ty of their clothing Impeding* their 
movements. When the woman takes 
her husband's meal to biro far out in 
the fields, she takes the little toddler 
with her fastened securely in her re- 
boa).—Pilgrim.
